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Dr. Parker Elected 
Fellow in American 
Science Affiliation 

President Parker has recently 
been informed of his election to a 
Fellow of the American Scientific 
Affiliation. This honor has been 
awarded to only 25 of the 285 
members who constitute the or- 
ganization. 

Dr. Parker is a charter member 
of the ten-year-old affiliation 
which was founded and is now 
being carried on by Christian men 
of science. Their purpose, Dr. 
Parker states, is to conduct scien- 
tific research, study and observa- 
tion of the innumerable instances 
which harmonize science and the 
Bible. 

Both contribution to the organ- 
ization's activities and tenure con- 
stitute the basis for the election 
of the affiliation's fellows. Al- 
though Dr. Parker's work with the 
group has largely involved the 
submission of book reviews for 
scientific approval, many of which 
have been published in the scien- 
tists' quarterly journal, he has al- 
so had published an article which 
exposes many inadequacies involv- 
ed in the theory of evolution. 

His current project in this field 
is a compilation of scientific ob- 
servation called "Stepping Stones 
to Faith".

Draft Eligibles Take 
Qualification Tests 
December 13 

Next Thursday morning, Decem- 
ber 13, draft-eligible college stu- 
dents will be appearing at exam- 
ination centers for the purpose of 
taking the Selective Service col- 
lege qualification test. This is the 
same test which was given to 
many students last summer. 

The tests are being repeated 
next week and again on April 24, 
1952, for the benefit of freshmen 
and any other students who were 
unable to take the test last sum- 
mer. In order to take the test in 
April one should secure an appli- 
cation blank from any local board 
and mail this before the deadline 
in March, 1952. 

Freshmen in the upper half of 
their class, sophomores in the up- 
per two-thirds of their class, and 
juniors in the upper three-foutrhs 
of their class or those obtaining a 
score of seventy or above in the 
test will be considered by then- 
local draft board for deferment as 
students. 

Seniors who desire to enter 
graduate school must have admis- 
sion to such school and score at 
least seventy-five on the test or 
be in the upper half of their class.

Committee Inspects 
College Facilities 
For Accreditation 

Preparatory to making recom- 
mendations for improvement to- 
ward accreditation of George Fox 
college, a three-member commit- 
tee from the Commission on High- 
er Schools of the Northwest Ac- 
crediting association inspected 
GFC, its facilities and constituents, 
on November 19. 

Heading the inspection commit- 
tee was Claude Simpson, director 
of admissions at Washington State 
college, Pullman. Mr. Simpson, 
who was in charge of the area 
of personal relations on campus, 
interviewed several students, in- 
cluding the ASB president and 
Crescent editor, about the subjects 
of student morale, student-facul- 
ty relationship and student activi- 
ties on the George Fox campus. 
Included in similar interviews 
were many of the faculty mem- 
bers. 

Other members of the inspection 
committee were the Rev. Dr. Paul 
J. Harney, faculty member of the 
University of San Francisco, and 
Professor Ernest Muzzall of Cen- 
tral Washington College of Edu- 
cation at Ellensburg. 

It was suggested, after the com- 
mittee had inspected the 14,000 
volume college library, that the 
history section was a bit deficient 
in the more recent publications. 

Dr. Parker announced Monday 
that the history department has 
submitted an order for 50 new vol- 
umes of the latest authoritative 
history references. The books will 
be shelved in the library immedi- 
ately upon their arrival. 

The gentlemen were especially 
impressed, they said, with the 
manner in which the college fac- 
ulty has been strengthened. Other 
features of which they spoke high- 
ly were the music department, din- 
ing hall accommodations and the 
well-equipped gymnasium and phy- 
sical education department. 

President Parker recently af- 
firmed that this accreditation 
study, which has been joined by 
the entire faculty, "is making 
rapid improvement in curriculum 
offerings and the raising of gen- 
eral standards of George Fox."

Had these men met 
under circumstances other than the adversity of 
war, friendship and love should have resulted.

Governor Earl Warren of California surprised 
no one last month when he announced that he would 
permit his name to be entered in the California pri- 
maries as a candidate for the G.O.P. presidential 
nomination. 

Senator Taft had jumped the gun on him, how- 
ever. For some months Ohio's "Mr. Republican" had 
been beating the bushes throughout the Eastern 
states scaring up a few supporters. 

The one big question mark in Republican politi- 
cal cireles right now is Eisenhower. Although the 
General has certainly never said he would accept the 
G.O.P. nomination were it offered "him, and, as a mat- 
ter of fact, has not even stated whether or not he is 
a Republican, Senator Henry C. Lodge, Jr., is whip- 
ping Ike's campaign into shape. Recent newsreels 
and pictoral magazines have shown Eisenhower sup- 
porters wearing "I'm for Ike" buttons and "I Like, 
Ike" neckties. We wonder who Ike likes. 

It is the opinion of some writers that a party 
split between Taft and Eisenhower would place War- 
ren in the spotlight as the compromise man. Warren, 
who carried both the Democrat and Republican gub- 
ernational primaries in California last electon, knows 
how to get the votes of the Democrats. And as one 
writer has said, "Whoever is the Republican candi- 
date in '52 will need quite a few Democrat votes to 
win." 

Mr. Truman, who has been conducting the rou- 
tine of his presidential affairs at his Key West vaca- 
tion spot, seems to be "as good a bet as any" for the 
Democrat nominee — at least in the eyes of his 
party colleagues. A lot can happen in one year, how- 
ever. 

Eisenhower, in the role of a soldier rather than 
a politician, has been seriously working on the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization and Western rearma- 
ment. At the present time he has adequate forces 
but lacks equipment, weapons and economic aid 
which would allow the completion of his plans for 
complete European armament.

With six lettermen and a few outstanding freshmen, basketball 
prospects look fairly bright for the Quakers. 

The biggest problem is finding a center to fill the slot left open 
when Cliff Ralphs decided not to play ball. Sophomore Dick Zeller 
and Orville Winters, a 6:1 freshman who is the 
tallest man on the squad, are fighting for the pos- 
ition. Neither is a letterman, but Zeller played for 
the junior varsity position last year. 

At guards the Balesmen appear strong. Regu- 
lars Gerald Lemmons and Verne Martin are back, 
along with lettermen Bill Field and Howie Harmon, 
and a bright freshman prospect, Norman Winters. 

Nigel Shockey, a regular last year, letterman 
Jerry Carr, and freshman Elmer Kendall are the 
forwards. 

The Metropolitan conference will begin action on January 11. 
After two seasons as runner-up, the Quakers will be out full force 
to cop the championship. Though very short, excessive speed and 
conditioning should give the locals a good chance for success.

Football season is over, but we would like to say a few words in 
praise of Coach Bales and his men. It is truly amazing that the Quak- 
ers were able to rebound so sharply from a nine game losing streak 
(the last six of 1950 and the first three this year). 

Consideration of the schedule the Balesmen played gives added 
reason for applauding the squad. Only one loss was suffered to any 
team aside from OCE and EOCE, and that was at the lowest ebb of 
the season, ^vhen Pacific JV squeaked through to a 6-0 victory. 

Losses of 37 and 41 points to OCE and EOCE should not be 
looked upon as serious mars on the record. Few fans realize what 
Coach Bales is up against when playing these teams. Not only are 
the schools four or five times as large, but they pay expenses of many 
of their players, inducing good athletes to enroll. Another important 
factor is the extra coaching these men receive. George Bales has to 
do by himself what two or three coaches are paid full wages to ac- 
complish at the schools under discussion. 

While the game Is being played, one coach sits high above the 
field in the press box. From this aerial view it is far easier to spot 
weaknesses in the enemy team. A steady telephone conversation is 
maintained with the head coach or quarterback on the bench. Actual- 
ly, the man in the vantage point of the press box almost dictates play 
throughout the game.
